Minister West 
Was equaliy reticent, intimating thatit would 
be mauiiestly improper to say anything In re- 
gard to the particular subject of inquiry, but 
on ‘‘generel principles,’ he added, **You can 
say the relations between the two cuuntries 
were never mure cordial, and a better under- 
standing never existed.

THE FRESIDENTI'sS TRIP. 


He will Go to Florida, but Net Until Some Time Next 
Week. . 

WasaiInoton, March 25.—The president has 
decided not to go to Fort Monroe at ail, ow- 
ing to the rapid improvement he has made 
from the effects of the cold under which he 
was suffering. He is quite comfortable again, 
and will take a short vacation for rest and 
recreation, leaving Washington probably 
the latter part of next week. He 
will go immediately after the courtesies of the 
government have been extended to ex-Presi- 
dent Diaz, of Mexico, who will be here early 
in the week. The president’s trip will be 
rapid, and, although he does not expect to be 
avsent from the capital over 10 days or two 
weeks, he will go to Florida. He wiil go by 
rail direct to Jacksonville, having a special 
fast train, which will make no stops on the 
way. At Jacksonville he will takea boat and 
goup the St. John’s river.to Sandford. He 
may possibly stop at Palatka, and take a trip 
up the Ocklawaha river tu see the wonders of 
Siiver springs. He has also beard. of the re- 
markable fishing grounds off Anasiasia island 
at Sct. Augustine. As the prime object of 
his visit will be attained should he strike a 
good fishing ground, he may bring up at this 
point. The detailsof the trip after he reaches 
Fiorida, however, have not been settled on. 
He will be governed by the experience of 
Henry Sandford and hissecretary, Fred Phil- 
lips, who will be along. Both of them are 
familiar with the country.glIt is not expected 
that Secretary Folger w@®accompany the 
president, as he is anticipa.&ga sea voyage 
io the Bermudas. 


UNDER THE NEW TARIFF ACT, 


Some Treasury Department Figures Prescnted—Pres- 
identia!: Appolatments. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—A statement has 
been prepared at the treasury department 
which shows the total estimated receipts of 
the government for the fiscal year ending 
June 30th, 1883, under operation of the new 
turiff act, to be $405,000 000. Of this amount 
$220 000.000 is the estimated revenue from 
customs; $145,500,000 from internal revenue, 
and $41,500,000 frum miscellaneous sources 
The revenues for the fiscal year ended June 
SUtH, 1882, were as follows: Customs, §220,- 
410,000; internal revenue, $146,497 ,000; miscel- 
laneous sources; $36,618,000; total, 3403,525,- 
QOU,

The Municipal Contest Settled by the Action of the 
Court. 

PeterspurG, Va., March 23.—The compli- 
cations inthe municipal affairs of Peters- 
burg, which have existed since last June, 
are atlastatanend. The last of these cases 
is that of Colonel F. H. Archer, democrat, 
and T. J Jarratt, readjuster, claimants of the 
mayoralty of the city. Jarratt was elected 
mayor at the last municipal election, but be- 
ing a member of the city council at the time 
and failing to qualify for the mayoralty his 
right to office was contested by Archer. The 
case was taken to the court of appeals of 4 
Virginia, and by agreement neither of the 
parties attempted to hold court. The court 
of #ppeals has just decided that Jarratt was 
legally elected mayor and he will enter upon 
the discharge of his duties probably on Mon- 
day next. 


THE NATIONAL LAND LEAGUE, 


A Califor aGrand Lally of Irish Societies in Phila- 
delphia. 

Burra.o, N. Y., March 235.—A general cail 
ofthe national league of Ireland, the Irish 
national land league of the United States and 
Canada, and the committee of seven signed 
by Patrick Egan, of the aational league of 
Ireland; James Mooney,president of the Irish 
American land league, and Michael Boland, 
chairman of the committee of seven, for an 
Irish American national convention to be 
held in horticuitural ball in Philadelphia 
April 26:b, 1883, has been issued. The call 
is for the purpose of expressing sympathy 
with the suffering people of lreland, to pro- 
test against the despuviling of the constitu- 
tional liberties of her people, the packing of 
her jury boxes by puvlitical and religious 
bigots, and having all her national aad puliti- 
cal rights obliterated by the ferocious coer- 
cion act, Whose strenuous provisions shock 
civilization, engender and reward crime, and 
justify every legitimate offer of an exaspera 
ted people in resisting its enfurcemeut. and 
to declare on behalf of the ex:led millions 
of Ireland’s race that we will never cease our 
etiorts to recover for our mother land the God-. 
given. inalienable right of national independ- 
euce, and that we will blend into one organi- 
zation all the Irish societies of the United 
States and Canada, the new organization to 
be in affiliation with the Irish national league 
of Ireland, of which Charles Stewart Parnell 
is president. ‘The basis of representation will. 
be one delegate for each society, having a 
bona fide membership of 50, and more than 
100 persons, and two delegates 
fur each society whose membership 
exceeds 100. All Irish American, temper- 
ance, muiual benefit, charitable literary, 
military, musical and patriotic organizations 
are elizibie to representation. Tresident Jas. 
Mooncy bss also issued acall to the several 
branches composing the Irish national land 
league of America, fora general convention 
of that body to be hela atthe same time and 
place, embodying the rights of the delegates 


and the number eligible uuder 
the copustilution of the league 


for represeutation and adds: “‘Itis now deci- 


ded ttiat those distinguished Irish leaders, 
Parnel!, with gne more oi his colleagues, 
and Patrick Kan, ex-treasurer of the land 


league, will honor us by their presence. To 
give them such reception and welcome as they 
deserve, will alone suffice to call out the full- 
est strength of the land league organization, 
and insure its best efforts. The condition of 
Ireland was eraphically dep cted, and an 
earnest, urgent call is made to make the com- 
ing couvention the most memorable and im- 
posing in the history of the organization. 
The call is signed by James Mooney, Rev. 
Lawrence Walsh, ani John J. Hynes, central 
eouncil of the land league of America.

THE RUDD MURDERERS. 


THROUGH THE TRAP. 


CUNNINGHAM AND BARKS PA¥ 
THE PENALTY. 


History of the Horribie Tragedy of Walker County. 
The Flight, Pursuit, and Capture of the Mur- 
Gerere—Their Tria), Conviction and 
Execition- The Crowd Present. 


Special to the Constitutlon. 

CHATTANOOGA, March 23.—The most intense 
interest was manifested throughout this sec- 
tion to-day, in the execution of the Rudd 
murderers, which occurred to-day at Lafay- 
ette, Ga. Their crime was without parallel 
and their voluntary confessions left not the 
shadow of a doubt of their guilt. Atan early 
hour crowds began surging to the place of 
execution, and before noon there were fully 
six thousand present. Thedoomed men spent 
last night in prayer. They appeared to be 
very calm and collected, and said they were 
prepared to die. They slept soundly for sever- 
al hours and when they arose they atea hearty 
breakfast, and then retired and remained 
in bed until 10:30 a # =m. They 
were conduc‘ed to thescaffold at 11:50 o’clock 
and mounted the platform precisely at noon. 
They were given permission to address the 
crowd and did so, warning their auditors 


against their fate. They then engaged in 
prayer and ata signal the trap was cut and 
they were launched into eternity. Barks 
died in eight minutes, and Cunningham {in 
nine. The former’s parents were with him to 
the last and their parting was very sad and 
affecting. The gallows was fitted wito an or- 
dinary trap and was erected three quarters 
ofa mile fromthe town. Theexecution was 
public and fully 10,000 people were present.

THE CRIME. 


Plotting to Murder an [noffensive Old Man— Attacking 
iim at Night.

CHATTANOOGA, March 23.—The  sicken- 
ing details’ of the crime commit- 
ted by George Cunningham and Witliam 
Barks, for which they suffered deaih two day, 
were furnished the press at the time, but now 
that the curtain has fallen on the iust of » 
tragedy alinost without a parallel in toc |} 
calendar of crime, it may not be amiss tu Te 

eat the story. Cunningham and Barks had 
a working as farm laborers in the vicinity 
of Chattanooga, and a few days before the 
commission of their horrible deed had been 
employed on the farm of Judge George M. 
Sherwood, on historical Missionary ridge. 
Neither bore a guod repauion for industry, but 
no crime could be charged. They became 
dissatisfied, as they claimed, on account of 
the insufficiency of wages paid them and, 
piacipg their axes on their shoulders, left, 
saying they were going into Georgia to hire

They followed the brow of 
the ridge, on the Crawfish Springs road, 
in the directlon of Lafayette, Georgia, 
and passing aman cutting wood, asked him 
if he could give them employment, He suid 
he could not, but maybe oid man Rudd couid, 
at the same time pointing his finger towards 
kiudd’s store. They went down to Rudd’s, 
and Cunningham asked him if he could give 
them something to cat. Rudd replied that he

THE NEWS ABROAD. 


The Arrest of the Culprita—Thoir Trial and Convic- 
tion. 
Sp°cial to The Constitution. 


CHATTANOOGA, March 23.—Meagre de- 
tails of the horrible murder were 


published in the Chattanooga papers and de- 
scriptions of the supposed murderers given. 
A negru named Sam Ramsey was the first 
person to guess the identity of the murder- 
ers. He had worked with Cunningham and 
Barks on Judge Sherwood's farm up to the 
time they left. Onthe day the murder was 
discovered he was down in Rudd's neighbor- 
hood, and reading in the papers a description 
of the men he at once gave it as his opinion 
that they were Cunningham and Barks. 

On Wednesday morning, January 24th,1883, 
Deputy SheriffG R Puillips, of the Chicka- 
mauga district, started out on ofticial busi- 
ness, and when about a mile from [yner’s 
station he met two negro men, who he at 
once identified as answering the description 
of the murderers published in the Chattanoo- 
ga papers Meeting a friend the deputy 
sheriff asked him to watch the negroes while 
he could ride back and again read the de- 
scription. Having done this he returned and 
found the negroes at ihe home of a colored 
man several hundred yards distant, Here 
Mr. Phillips, accompanied by Messrs Jones 
and Eilis, of Chattanooga, rode 
up to them and asked what they 
were waiting for. They answered that thev 
were waiting for breakfast. ~-‘Well,’’ replied 
the deputy sheriff, “I am hunting for the 
men wbo killed Mr. Rudd, near LaFayette, 
and I believe you are men.”’ 

At these words they showed such unmis- 
takable signs of fear that the officer was con- 
vinéed of their guilt, and at ence took thém 
in Charge and conveyed them to Chattanooga. 
Governor Stephens at the request of the may- 
or of Chattanooga had offvred $250 for the ar- 
rest of the murderers. On the day fullowing 
the arrest, officers from Walker county, Ga, 
arrived for the prisoners, but owing to the in- 
formality of the papers they were compelled 
to return empty-handed. Procuring the nec-

which Cunningbam had in his possession. As 
the men claimed to be wood-choppers Emory 
made some remark about the bad condition 
of Cunningham ’s ax, which was considerably 
gapped, but the Jafter replied that he could 
“do some good work with ttat ax.’’ After 
supper they left, and, reaching a dense wood, 
Cunningham insisted on building a fire, as 
the night was dark and disagreeable. Cun- 
ningham being the older seemed to wield an 
influence over Barks, and suggested that at 
midnight they return and make old man Rudd 
“shell out his spons,”’ as he termed it, adding 
that he knew they could get lots of money. 
The pian he mapped out was to effect an en- 
trance into the house, strike a light, make 
Mr. Rudd get up and give them all his money, 
then murder him. Barks at first did nut ap- 
prove this course, but Cunningham insisted 
that a great many ‘‘white folks’ got money 
by killing and stealing and he could see no 
reason why “‘niggers’’ suould not do the same; 
besides, he was older and knew mure than 
Barks, and if the latter would follow him he, 
(Cunningham) would see him through. The 
arguments of Cunningham prevailed, and at 
the dead hour of midnight the two murder- 
ers started on their horrible mission, Reach- 
ing Rudd's housethey hailoed several times, 
but receiving no answer rapped on the door, 
and after striking the door with with an ax 
a voice from within called out, ‘‘ Who's that?’ 
Cunningham toid him to “Hush up, God 
damn you!” ‘‘Hold on!’’said the old man,'‘’or 
I wiil shoot.”” But Cinningham continued 
to beat on the door with hisax. Finally the 
dvor gave way and both menran in, Cun- 
ningham struck Rudd with the ax just as he 
was preparing to shoot, knocking him 
down across a pile of stove woud. Barks then 
struck him, and Cunningham cut his skull 
open with the ax, laying the unfortuuate vic- 
timcold in death. After he was dead the 
fiends hacked his body in several places. 
Cunningham then rusned to the bed and got 
the old man’s money bag, which was under 
the pillow, and both, frightened at the reali- 
Zavlou of what they had done, 
hastily left the premises, leaving 
their axes behind stained with the blood ot 
the murdered man—the gapped edges and 
broken handle observed by Emory bearing a 
tale that would have convicted them even if 
they bad not voluntarily told of their horri- 
ble duires when eharged with the crime. 
The ax which Cunningham carried, woen 
found BeXt murning at toe scene of the kill- 
ing, had cliaviug in’the crack of ttie broken 
huudie some shreds of woul the same color as 
the nevro's coat, The purse Coll tained $53.55, 
Tiis was their only reward. Fieeing from 
the scene of the brutal butcbery, they did 
not stop until they bad reached Rossville, 
Here they left the road and climbed npon 
Missionary ridge, and from this point held 


essary requisition, the Georgia olficers again 
came to Chattanooga after them, but rumors, 
well founded, had gained currency that a 
mob of determined men had formed and were 
waiting on the state line to lynch the priso- 
ners as soon as they reached Georgia soll A 
telegram was sent to Governor Stephens in 

forming him of this fact, when he instructed 
the officers to leave the prisoners in the Chat- 
tanooga jail until further orders. Early one 
morning, about ten days befure the day set 
fur trial, George Cunningham and Wm Barks 
were removed from the Chattanooga jail to 
he Wes'ern and Atlantic train, and the next 

heard of them they were safely lodged in the 
Atlanta jail, where they remained until the 
day of trial, February 28th, at Lafavette, Ga., 
whicn culminated in buth of their being sen- 
tenced to be hanged on the 23d day of March, 
18383 

The murderers were defended by able coun- 
sel, who did all that could be done forthem. 
During the progress of the trial one of them 
“te mere to turn state's evidence, provided 

e would not suffer death; but this was de- 
clined by the lawful authorities, and the trial 
proceeded. Their guilt was clearly establish- 
ed by the evidence produced. The tell-tale 
ax, with gapped edge and broken handle, even 
without other circumstantial evidence, and 
the voluntary confessions of the murderers 
was sufficient to have corvicted them. With- 
in twenty minutes after the evidence closed 
a verdict of ‘‘puilty’’ was rendered and sen- 
tence of death pronounced by Judge Bran- 
ham as follows: 

It is considered and adjudged and ser%enced by 
the court that the defeudants. George Cunning- 
ham aud William Barks, be by the sheriff taken 
from the bar of the court to the jailof Walkercoun 
ty, or other place of sufe keeping as provided by 
law, Where you shall be safely kept until Friday, 
the 23d day of March, 1883, when on said 
Friday, between the hours of lia. m.,and2p. m, 
you shall be taken by the sheriff or his deputies 
and guards, to some c nvenient place previously 
prepared, within one-half mile of the town of La- 
Fayetta when you shall by said officers be publicly 
hanged by the neck uutil you are dead; and may 
the Lord have m+:cy on your soul 

There wasa large and orderly crowd of 
spectators present, who hailed the verdict 
and sentence with silent satisfaction.

CASH IN COLUMBIA,

CHARLESTON, March 22.—A special to the 
News and Courier from Columpia, under date 
of yesterday, says that W. B. Cash, the son of 
the duelist sand late candidate for 
congress, was in Columbia to-day in consulta- 
tion with Snyder. it is believed, in regard to 
the prosecution of democrats in the fifth dis- 
trict.

Che discussion waxed hotter, and Cash beyvan 
to threaten the old man, saying that if a 
younger man would repeat his assertions he 
would stand to him at ten paces. He ron 
suid that *e did not ask consideration for his 
age, and Cash then struck him a terrible blow 
with his fis:, which sent the old man reeling 
off. Cash is physically a giant. Herron is un- 
der sized and bent with age. Sev- 
eral men rushed in to _ separate 
them, but Cash managed to strike 
Herron twice more before they were separa- 
ted. All agree that Hurron did not curse or 
strike. He was carried off with blood Howing 
from an ugly cut under his right eye. This 
is my best informafion Cash remained in 
the lobby, alternately daring any young man 
to take up Herron’s quarrel, and protesting 
that before God he had not intended to hurt 
the old man.

CaTantaA, Mareh 23.—The eruption of Mount 
Etna is increasing in violence. A new crater 
has opened. The lava from the volcano 
threatens to overflow Colosi and other villages. 
Tne peuple living in these places are fleeing 
from their homes. The troops are assisting 
them. 

There are eleven fissures in Mount Etna. 
The central opening is alive but there is no 
discharge of lava. Mount Etna is situated in 
the northeastern part of the Isle of Sicily,

A STABLE ON FIRE.

SAVANNAH. March 23,—At one o’clock this 
morning the Savannah club stables, owned 
by Abram W. Harmon, were discovered cn 
fire in the loft, which wasstored,with bay and 
feed worth $2,000. The flames spread with 
fearful rapidity, and the heat was so intense 
as to interfere with the working of the fire- 
men. The surrounding proper:y was damaged 
The drapery of the Guards armory of tribute 
to Stephens, caught and made a big blaze, 
-but the building was not greatly damaged 
‘There were seventy borses and a large num- 
ber of carriages and buggies in the stable.

The total loss 
was $15,000. The place was set on fire by an 
incendiary, whom, it is not discovered. 
_ A CORONER'S VERDICT,

RHODEISLAND potitic®# 

The little state of Rhode Island is to be 
treated toa fierce but short political cam- 
paign. The election takes place on the 4th 
of next month—so that if the Rhode Island 
heart is to be fired at all it must be done 
quickly, This is however practicable, be- 
cause in ten days the candidates and their 
friends can reach every township in the di- 
minutive state. 

The two tickets are before the people, and 
the issue is well defined already, The repub- 
lican ticket is headed by a very respectable 
rubber manufacturer, Mr. Augustus O. Bourn, 
and the minor places are filled with the names 
of presentincumbents. This ticket represents 
the portion of the republican party in the 
state that has 1ong acknowledged the rule of 
Senator Henry P. Anthony. Against this 
ticket the democrats and independent repub- 
licans have placed in nomination Governor 
Sprague, and have named for the other offi- 
cers to be elected capable and popular and 
upright men, taken 1n equal numbers from 
the ranks of the democrats, and of the repub- 


licans who do not bow the knee to 
Boss Anthony. It is freely ad 
mitted by republican journals outside 


of Rhode Isiand that the Sprague nominees 
are better men than their opponents, the 
head of the ticket excepted. Governor 
Sprague himself, has had since his brilliant 
rise in war times a varied and not altogether 
happy experience. He has been tossed and 
torn and discomfitted by the buffetings of 
fortune, but all this has not apparentlys 
lessened the popularity or the respect that 
menat home had for him. He is undoubt- 
edly both asadder anda wiser man than he 
was before financial, political and domestic 
misfortunes overtook him. 

Whether Governor Sprague is a better man 
than his opponent or not, it is certain that he 
represents a better cause. He stands before 
the people of Rhode Island as the champion 
of free franchise. Under the constitution of 
the state no naturalized citizen can vote un- 
less he owns real estate to the value of $154, 
andno native citizen can vote unless he 
either owns real estate or has paid taxes, and 
has been registered in the December preceed- 


ing the election. The effect of these illiber- 
al and anti-republican restrictions 
are manifest in a state 


that contains more people to the square 

mile than any other state in this country,and 
almost any country. The population is as 
dense as that of any county in England 
which does rot contain a large city. The re- 

sult is, only one man in seventeen can vote, 
whereas in the other states one man in five is 
a voter. In one senatorial district that has a 
population of 4,000, there are only 115 voters. 

The little state,in other words,although full of 
people, is a rotten borough that. has 
long been controlled by a few famulies and 
nabobs. The Spragues once ruledit. Before 
they came into power the firm of Ives and 
Brown governed it as securely asan English 
resident dictates the course of an Indian 

province. Prince Anthony is now in power. 

The Sprague ticket is a protest against clique 
rule and the constitutional provisions upon 

which itis founded. The democratic party is 
the natural friend and exponent of the people, 


and it has acceptedthe aid of the dissat- 
isfied republicans in the hope 
that free suffrage can - be 


brought about. They have to contend with 
men who demanded tbat the ballot should be 
placed in the hands of every male negro of 
proper age in the southern states; but this 
fact does not detertheir opponents from in-. 
sisting upon the disfranchisement of thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of white men in 
their own state. | 

The result would not be doubtful if the 
people could vote. Not only does the proper- 
ty gualification restrict the vote, but the 
registration which was begun and ended last 
December, and which was carefully 
looked after by Mr. Anthony and his associ- 
ates, will shut out many that would other- 
wise be entitled to vote. Governor Sprague 
has, theretore, an up hill fight. His oppo- 
nents are alarmed. and it is well known that 
the campaign is to be amonetary ope on their 
side. It will be one of bard work and en- 
thusiasm on the other. The people’s cam- 
paign will be opened next week by a mass 
meeting, Which will be addressed by Gov- 


ernor Butler, Governor’ Wailer, of 
Connecticut, ex-Governor  Plaisted, of 
Maine and General Roger A. Pryor, of 


New York. A full poll of the qualified and 
registered voters will undoubtedly be had, 
and if a majority are in favor of suffrage re- 
form, Governor Sprague will be elected. If 
on the other band the Anthony oligarchy 
own the state, Governor Sprague will be de- 
feated, and popular rule will continue to be 
the myth in republican Rhode Island that it 
has been ever since 1843

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A TECHNICAL SCHOOL IN ATLANTA. 

We have already called attention to the 
s‘gnificance of the census figures which show 
that the bread winners of Atlanta comprise 
at least half its population—a proportion that 
is matched only in three of the fifty pri.ci- 
pal cities ot the United States. The signifi- 
cance of this lies not so much in the fact that 
Atlanta isa remarkably busy city as jit does 
in the fact that the industrial intention—so 
to speak—has produced material results 
which cannot but have a quickening influ- 
ence upon every part of the south—that is to 
say, the remarkable progress and prosperity of 
Atlanta are in the nature of an incentive to 
every other community in the cotton growing 
states. This influence will not be sufficiently 
pronounced to attract the attention of casual. 
observers, but it- will be plain to those who 
areinthe habitof noting and studying the 
relations which existeven between commiu- 
nities geographically remote from each other. 

But we are of the opinion that Atlanta 
should not rest content with this position. 
The progressive spirit of her citizens, which 
has attracted the at‘ention of*the whole 
country, should be mide to extend to the in- 
dustrial intention itself. In other words, 
while the population is engaged in producing 
the immediate results of industry, the neces- 
sity of preparing the rising generation to pro- 
duce even more remarkable results should be 
steadily keptin view. Jor instance, Tue 
Constitution would be glad to announce the 
organization of a movement looking to the es- 
tablishment here of a technical school for the 
trainiagof boysand young}\ymen, It may 


NS 
oughly equipped, would be cestly, but it 


would be proportionately important. Such 
a schoo! need not be too costly. It might be 
established on a modest plan, so as to allow a 
good deal for the natural growth of an insti- 
-tution that would appeal so strongly to the 
common sense and desires of the people, The 
plan should be simple, practical, feasible, so 
as to meet the necessities of young men who 
need some sort of training to enable them to 
make the most of their natural abilities and 
inclinations; supplementing a common school 
education with that essential knowledge and 
training the lack of which is now sending out 
the most promising young men upon aimless 
and fruitless expeditions in search of suc- 
cess. 
Such a school as might be successfully estab- 
lished in Atianta would contemplate only 
such practical training of hand and eye as 
would enable young men to choose and per- 
fect them in the particular trades to which 
their aptitude may lead them—a training lead- 
ing in the direction of the mechanic arts. 
That such a school would be a success from 
the first, we have no sort of doubt. Itisa 
school, too, that is needed to give the distin- 
guishing feature to the industrial tendency in 
Atlantaandinthestate. = 


“PROTECTING” AMERICAN LABOR, 

The chief, indeed the only, argument of 
the monopolists in favor of the war-tariff is 
that it protects American labor against the 
competition of the pauper labor of Europe. 
In reply to this, it has been shown that the 
only adequate protection that American la- 
bor can have against foreign pauper labor 
is a tariff that will prevent the immigration 
of the Jaborers themselves. This is notan ar- 
gument, but a fact, and itis a fact that has be- 
come apparent tothe workingmen themselves. 
For instance, the window-giass workers’ 
association, an organization that extends 
throughout the country, is beginning to take 
measures to protect themselves against the 
tricks ef the men who pretend to be so deep- 
ly interested in American labor. ine win- 
dow glass workers are preparing a bill to be 
introduced in the next congress, making it a 
criminal offense, punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment, to import into this country any 
class of workmen under contract to work for 
certain wages for a given length of time. 

The bill is only important as showing the 
methods which the monopolists employ 
to ‘*protect”’ American labor. We 
wish the workingmen well of 
their discovery. They say that this importa- 
tion began with the introduction of Chinese 
cheap labor, and has now assumed “alarming 
proportions,” being ‘“‘resorted to in every 
branch of trede.’”’ The purpose of the work- 
ingmen is perfectly logical. The monopolist: 
desire to protect themselves so as to keep up 
the prices of their products, and the work- 
ingmen desire to protect themselves so as to 
keep up the wages of labor. At the same 
time this conflict of interests between the em- 
ploying monopolist and tse employed work- 
ingman isa little singular, considering the 
recent stentorian arguments we have heard in 
congress and elsewhere in fayor of ‘‘protect- 
ing’’ American labor. 7
